In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-clause (1) of clause 15 
of the Iron and Steel (Control) Order, 1956 and with the approval 
of the Central Government, the Iron and Steel Controller hereby 
notifies the following amendment to the Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry Notification No. SC(A)-4(253)D[S.R,0. 1113/ESS,COMM/ 
IRON & STEEL-15 (1) and 27(1)], dated the 8th May, 1956, as 
amended by the Ministry of Commerce and Industry Notification 
No. SC (A)-2 (168) [S.R.O. 1351/ESS.COMM/IRON & STEEL-15 (1) 
and 27(1)/Am(l)], dated the 9th June, 1956, namely; — 

The prices of all categories of steel in SCHEDULE IV, under 
columns I, 11 and III against all items in that schedule of 
Base Prices, shall be increased by Rs. 70 (Rupees Seventy) 
per ton. 

The above increase shall come into effect from the 16th of May, 
1957, notwithstanding the rates at which an order has been booked 
or the materials paid for.
